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SELECTMEN’S REPORT — 2007 


The most noticeable change that has happened in Walpole During 2007 was the 
reconstruction of the Veterans Memorial by the Bridge Wilson American Legion Post 
under the direction Bruce Martin, and the placement of the Bandstand in memory of 
Judith Bailey by her husband Stuart Bailey. The Bandstand also comes with a 
maintenance fund provided by Mr. Bailey.. The American Legion donated an expansion 
of the old war memorial listing only WWI Veterans, to granite blocks that contain all the 
names of those who have come from Walpole and fought for our county from the 
Revolutionary war forward. The Veterans Memorial was enlarged with the approval of 
the Selectmen, as they have this power to do this, and the Bandstand was approved by 
Town vote on Article 20 of the 2006 Town Meeting Report. 


The Board of Selectmen, also directed by Town Meeting, formed two new committees: 

e Article 21, to appoint a committee to study the benefit to the Town of having two 
tax collectors, one for North Walpole and one for South Walpole, or whether it 
would be to the Towns benefit to have one tax collector for both Walpole and 
North Walpole, as have all other towns and cities in New Hampshire. This 
committee plans to write an interim article in this Town Report. Members of the 
committee are: Wendy Walsh, Myra Mansouri, Jamie Teague, and Chery] 
Millberry. 


e Article 24- to appoint a committee to study the subject of climate change. This 
committee was charged with the duty of writing their concerns to the President of 
the United States, and to the Senators, and Representatives of New Hampshire 
serving in the U.S. Congress. A progress report from this committee appears 
elsewhere in this report. The committee is composed of Ben Davis, Tim Lewis, 
Jill Robertson, Tara Sad, and Fritz Till. 


Center Street in North Walpole is now one-way north and has been connected to Main 
Street opposite the North Walpole Elementary School. This area between Main Street 
and the rail tracks is now town property and can be developed as North Walpole wishes. 


Major work has been finished at the intersection of Pleasant and Elm Streets. The 
sidewalk, new paving, and both the water and sewer pipes have been upgraded. 


A decision has been made by the State of N.H. to build a flat bridge across the Cold River 
on Route 123. Plans will be completed by the end of this January. Governor’s Council 
approval has been set for March 16, 2008. Construction starts April 01, 2008 with 
completion on or before October 31, 2008. This bridge was destroyed by the Alstead 
flood of October 2005. 


Every year the State of New Hampshire sets the sales ratio for the Town of Walpole by 
comparing the actual arms length transactions sales prices to the assessed values. If the 
total sale price is greater than the total of the assessed values then the sales ratio goes 
down. If the total sales price is within 90 to 100 percent of the assessed price nothing is 


changed. Recently our sales ration was in the low 70’s. A statistical review and revalue 
of all property was required. This is a shortcut method of assessing. The proof of its 
accuracy is if next years sales ration is close to 100 percent. All property owners were 
sent their new values. So far 125 abatement forms have been picked up at the office. 
This form must be filled out by the property owner if he wished the new value to be 
questioned. To date only 17 forms have been returned requesting a formal review. This 
review is answered by a letter from the selectmen to the property owner listing the 
findings and answering the property owners’ questions. This letter also advises the 
property owner of his future options if he still questions the value set by the Town of 
Walpole. So far the Town has not been advised that any action has been taken for court 
review. The property owner has until September 1, 2008 to appeal their assessment to 
the Superior Court or Board of Tax and Land Appeals. , 

We wish to thank the good work being done by Red Smith to improve the buildings in 
downtown Walpole. This work is made possible by the Leslie and lowna Hubbard 
Foundation. 


What makes Walpole such a special place in which to live is all the work that has been 
done and is being done by so many volunteers in so many ways to keep this town running 
so smoothly.

Selectmen to authorize, approve, and execute all documents deemed necessary for such 
purchases, which shall include but not be limited to a conservation easement in perpetuity to 
encumber said Ballam Farm in which the terms and conditions shall be approved by said Board of 
Selectmen in its sole discretion; and to authorize the Conservation Commission to manage, 
monitor, and steward the conservation easement. Further, to raise and appropriate $33,938.00 for 
the 1 bond payment due in 2007 


The purpose of purchasing this conservation easement is to protect the Town’s drinking water 
well known as the “River Well’’ down gradient from the property, to keep prime working 
farmland working, and to preserve almost % mile of undeveloped shoreline along the Connecticut 
River.

2007 found us mourning the loss of Almon “Al” Welch. Al was the individual 
responsible for the daily operation of Walpole’s waste water pumps and had undertaken 
this sometimes thankless job almost since Walpole’s new sewer system was installed in 
the late 80’s. Those of you that knew Al where aware of his ability to fix most anything 
and this proved invaluable as the system was approaching an age when repairs where 
almost a weekly occurrence. Al will be greatly missed and our thoughts and prays are 
with his family 


Last year brought us a step closer to completing our goal of replacing 100 + year 
old water mains and sewer lines in the “downtown” area. As many of you know, 
Walpole has some of the finest quality water produced from its 2 wells in the area with 
the “weak link” being the pipes that carry water to our homes and businesses. Portions of 
Walpole’s water and sewer systems date back into the 1800’s and we continue to replace 
sections in the problem areas without incurring long term debt to complete these projects. 


I would also like to add a few words relative to the ongoing debate surrounding 
development issues around Walpole’s “River well”. As Walpole continues to grow and 
the voices that guide this growth struggle with decisions that will effect all of our future 
generations I would only ask that we learn from our mistakes and the mistakes of other 
municipalities. What is the value of our water, a resource that Walpole is blessed to have 
in high qualities in two locations. We only need to pick up a paper to see the worries that 
so many others have with the necessary commodity we take for granted. Issues 
surrounding this resource should be well thought and in the best interest of our future 
generations. ‘ 


Each year with the spring utility bills, we send a copy of the Consumer 
Confidence Report. This report is an informational mailing which is similar to the label 
on food and beverage products and contains information about our water system, the

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WALPOLE HIGHWAY — 2007 


The Walpole Highway Department accomplished much this year in what seemed to be a 
very short summer. 


Our major projects this year were the reconstruction of parts of Elm, Pleasant, and Birch 
Streets and all of Russell Street, with new sidewalks and drainage where needed. We 
also reconstructed part of and paved all of High Street. Some of that project and the 
paving that was done on School Street was still owed by the 2005 floods. 


Other paving included Thompson Road, Cold River Road, Middle Street, and part of 
Cheshire Turnpike. 


The N.H. DOT rebuilt approximately .5 miles of Old Drewsville Road as part of the 
agreement with the Town of Walpole to transfer that section of road to the town. Only 
some curbing has to be put in by the State DOT to complete their part of the agreement. 


In other work, we replaced several culverts and extended others, cleaned and repaired 
catch basins and shimmed roads that we could. We also added gravel to several of our 
dirt roads. 


Regular maintenance included ditching, tree removal, brushing, lawn mowing, roadside 
mowing, lien and crosswalk painting, cold patching, fall clean up and vehicle 
maintenance and repair. 


The highway crew consists of Jim Maclean, Bruce Russell, Joe Benjamin, Mike 
Symonds, Mike Rau, Ted Armstrong and Charlie Kingsbury. I would like to thank these 
men for all their hard work this year. 


I would also like to thank the Selectmen, the office Staff, my family (Hi Adam!), and the 
townspeople who supported us in our efforts to make the roads in Walpole better than 
ever.

Cemetery and was hired to do the work. Unfortunately, circumstances (including our 
early winter) prevented him from completing the work, but it will continue in the spring. 


Again this year we wish to thank all those who have complied with the request regarding 
placement and removal of artificial floral displays and decorations. You are in the 
majority and have made the job of upkeep on these grounds easier and safer. We 
encourage everyone who enters the cemeteries to read the signs at the entrances and to 
abide by the rules set forth there. We wish, also, to thank the voters of the Town of 
Walpole for their support of our efforts to maintain the historical value of our cemeteries 
by approving funds for the repair and restoration work. And we are, as always, grateful 
to the staff at the Town Hall for their ongoing assistance in making records accessible to 
us and for putting up with our endless questions.

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WALPOLE POLICE DEPARTMENT — 2007 


The Walpole Police Department handled 3,529 calls for service in the year 2007. There 
were |78 criminal incidents, 123 arrests, 859 motor vehicle stops, 63 accidents, and 855 
non-criminal field investigations. 


The Department lost one of our part-time officers as Joshua Paulette took a full time 
position with Cheshire County Sheriff's Department. We wish him luck. 


The Department has been very busy in 2007 with criminal investigations and our arrest 
percentage is one of the highest. The Department has solved numerous cases during the 
year including a case involving over 30 burglaries that involved tens of thousands of 
dollars and extended to several jurisdictions from Claremont to Vermont. The 
Department also made numerous arrests involving drug cases and thefts. 


Along with the investigations of criminal activity, we have increased our motor vehicle 
presence which has not only deterred speeders but the officers have been able to make 
arrests for DWI and Driving after Suspension. 


Once again motor vehicle accidents are down due to pro-active patrols. The Town of 
Walpole has had no fatal accidents. 


We would like to thank the staff at the Town Hall and the Board of Selectmen for their 
help during the year. 


We would also like to thank the residents of the Town of Walpole for their support and 
look forward to another year of serving the community.

WALPOLE WELFARE DEPARTMENT - 2007 


This year was a busy year with more applications presented to the Welfare Department 
than in previous years. 


Breakdown for 2007:

Food Assistance 117.06 


A prospective client must furnish the following documentation. 


They have applied for assistance with NH Division of Family Services in Keene 
NH 357-3510. Family Services also has a program Clients with children 


Rental or Fuel Assistance must provide documentation of meeting with 
Southwestern Community Services in Keene NH -352-7512, as they provide 
services for Fuel and Security Deposits. 


Walpole Welfare does not pay arrears for Electric. If qualified a small payment 
may be made with arrangements between Granite State Electric and the client 
for arrearages to be paid. Ifthe client does not make arrangements with the 
electric company, this office may deny a request for assistance. 


Prescription assistance is given in some cases. There are agencies the client 
must contact for assistance, such as Dartmouth- Hitchcock Hospital in Keene 
has a program for medications as does Family Services in Keene 


As Shaws grocery store does not take food vouchers, this office recommends 
the use of several area food pantries. 

o Alstead — Fall Mountain Emergency Food Shelf — 835-2283 

o Keene —-Community Kitchen — 37 Mechanic St - 352-3200 

o North Walpole — St. Peters Church - 445-5304 


This office does at times, as a condition of receiving assistance; inform clients they must 
attend Consumer Credit Counseling Service.

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SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE REPORT — 2007 


The Recycling Center handled 614 tons of recyclables in 2007. That is a 10.4% gain over 
2006. With solid waste, i.e. bagged and other trash including construction and 
demolition debris, at 671 tons, Walpole’s recycling rate was 48% for those who used the 
Recycling Center and transfer station. This is well above the national figure of 33%. 


Revenue was $132,326. Because of a change in accounting methods, products and 
services shipped or rendered in December of $24,000 were not included. Expenses were 
$266,130. The budget of $306,459 included a contingency of $25,531 for Langdon to 
join us in mid-year, which they chose not to do. Therefore allowed us to return $14,798 
of the original budget to surplus. The $25,531 set aside for Langdon was also returned to 


surplus. 


Selectmen appointed Phoebe Reynolds to the WRAP Committee to replace Barbara 
Chabot who resigned, and reappointed Dodie Ransome, Dan Schwenk and Fritze Till, 
whose terms expired in March. Recycling attendants Mike Nash and Kreig Pereria who 
left were replaced by Ann Marie Estes and Tom Fitzgerald. In order to provide necessary 
uninterrupted time to the staff to get work done, we closed at 2PM on Thursdays starting 
in August. 


Running the Recycling Center depends on volunteers. People visiting other town’s 
recycling centers report that it is pleasanter to use Walpole’ facility because of its helpful 
volunteers. We hope readers of this report will join in keeping Walpole’s recycling a 
place users want to come to and we heartily thank our present volunteers. 


The burn pit received necessary work. Many blocks were replaced and the door was 
repaired. Some of the blocks will be recycled to form the base when the outdoor glass 
crusher is moved in 2008 to a more suitable location. The roll-off, approved at Town 
Meeting, is being used to haul construction and demolition debris. The dock area was 
improved. Two used trailers, acquired through a swap agreement, as well as one given us 
by Mr. G, were installed to provide additional storage. Through the gift of a Walpole 
resident, a small trailer was acquired and will be used to pick up recyclables at schools, 
the library and other locations. The recycling program, initiated on Earth Day 1990, 
continued at the Walpole Schools. It has established waste stream awareness and 
responsibility among students and staff. 


The Reuse Center, opened from April through late December, continues to provide an 
appreciated service. Any cash donations by grateful customers are given to the Fall 
Mountain Food Shelf. 


TVs, screens over 4 by 4 inches, microwave ovens and other items containing toxic 
metals may no longer be put into landfills. They require safe storage, handling and 
shipment to decontamination facilities. Fees to cover extra costs were instituted. We also 
asked recyclers to bring their one-gallon water and milk, jugs, both clear and opaque, 
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uncrushed as a market bringing us higher income has been developed for them. 
Response has been good. 


Selectmen and Town staff have been helpful on a number of matters ad we thank each for 
their contribution to our success.

Walpole Recreation Committee 
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FREDERICK H. HOOPER INSTITUTE — 2007 


The Frederick H. Hooper Institute continued to serve the youth of Walpole through its 
educational programs in 2007. In accordance with the will of George L. Hooper, 
programs in agriculture, forestry, botany, soils and environmental conservation were 
conducted. Hooper Institute personnel visited each classroom at the Walpole and North 
Walpole schools on a weekly basis. 


Gardens at the Walpole Primary School and the North Walpole School were the sites of 
many botany lessons for younger students. Through planning, planting, weeding, 
watering and harvest, students learned about the life cycles and care of plants. Harvested 
crops were cooked or dried and consumed. Cuttings of plants became seasonal gifts and 
crafts. Spring wildflowers and plants in winter were other subjects of study. 


Fourth graders participated in the Farm & Forest Project, now in its 27" year. With 
cooperation from local farmers and woodsmen, student visited dairy, horse, produce, 
poultry and Christmas tree farms, sawmill and sugaring operations and a woodturning 
shop. In autumn, they made cider after learning about apple varieties and life cycles. 


Wildlife is a favorite topic of study in every grade. Winter was an opportune time to 
learn about New Hampshire mammals and their adaptations for the season. Students also 
studied insects, birds, migration, endangered species, pondlife, reptiles and amphibians. 
Basics of wildlife biology and management are learned through games and projects. 


Forestry is a topic covered in all grades from the simplest leaf rubbings to tree anatomy 
and physiology. Students also learn to identify trees, measure and calculate board feet, as 
well as forest types and the basics of forest management. Fifth graders learn about soils 
through sampling soil types in the schoolyard, studying soil critters and conservation of 
this precious natural resource. Sixth graders learned about the human and natural history 
of the Connecticut Valley and Walpole. Programs for seventh and eighth graders touched 
upon all the Hooper study areas including interviews with professionals in these fields. 


At the high school level, fifteen youths were placed at local farms and related businesses 
as part of the two-month summer work program. In 2007, these teens worked 1,733 
hours in the community. They gained insight into the responsibilities of caring for 
animals and plants; valuable work skills as well as the effort involved managing a 
business. 


The summer program for children in grades 1-8 attracted over 60 campers. Younger 
children explored the grounds at Hooper and did many hands on activities. Older 
campers hiked to many spectacular natural sites in Walpole and visited local farms. One 
week was devoted to individual woodworking projects using our woodshop. 


The Institute received $810 in income from donations and fees to its Farm and Forest 
Museum. Thanks to the many people who have supported Hooper efforts with donations 
of time and expertise this year, especially the Hooper Institute Committee.

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WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORT 2007 


In the fall of 2007, the library conducted a survey of its patrons asking for their thoughts on and evaluation 
of the library services. We are quite pleased to report that the library received very high marks for the services 
it provides and for the manner in which it presents those services to the public. Our town is fortunate to have 
such a competent, cheery staff and we extend our congratulations to Library Director Frankie Knibb, Assistant 
Library Director Mary Farrell, and North Walpole Librarian Rose Werden. These three are in turn most ably 
assisted by Fran Moses, Carolyn Norback, and Bethany Hebert. 

Below are a few of the highlights for this year in the library: 


1. Downloadable Audio Books is a new service, which we purchase through the state library. We werer’t 
quite sure how this offering would be received, but there actually has been steady use of this new 
service. Currently there are 1847 titles available; these include fiction, nonfiction and opportunities for 
learning foreign languages. 

2. Tumble Books are children’s and young adult’s ebooks, available on the Internet. They contain the 
written word and animated graphics. Like the Downloadable Audio Books, they can be accessed at 
home if you have the appropriate hardware. 

3. Also in the technology area, the library updated 3 of its ten computers. Two of the Bae were 
purchased with private trust funds and one was purchased with funds from the Friends of the Library. 

4. As always the library offered a summer reading program for children. This summer's theme was 
entitled Reading Road Trip USA. In addition to the reading, there were several theme-related programs 
offered to the young readers. These included a train ride to Chester, Vermont, a storyteller, an outdoor 
adventure with Fritze Till, a program on butterflies, and a traveling zoo. Nancy Hague also presented 
four programs on the Road Trip theme to the children in North Walpole. 

5. Jennifer Burr has been retained for the last two years as the library’s gardener. Thanks to her, our 
grounds look very nice, season in and season out. She has kept a watchful eye on all things green, from 
the grass to the trees. 

6. Relative to the buildings, the ceilings have been painted and touched up as necessary. There are a 
number of small projects currently in the works and which should be completed in the upcoming year. 


The Walpole Library is extremely fortunate in the help that it receives. Because of trust funds available to 
the library, for the past several years the town has not had to pay for any of the materials in the library, nor 
any of the software or hardware, nor any of the upkeep to the buildings. Private funds actually account for 
about a third of the library’s total budget. 

In addition to the private funds, the library also receives considerable support from the Friends of the 
Library. This year, the Friends donated $7950.00 to the library. Their primary fundraisers include the spring 
plant sale, organized by Lucy Weber, and the fall book and tag sale, organized by Carol Christian. 

We also have a number of volunteers who this year gave over 950 hours of their time: Paula Schwenk, 
Carol Christian, Marge Murphy, Cathy White, Carol Failla, Carolyn Shannon, Carroll Johnson, Sarah Tucker, 
Jon Blomgist, Barbara Dretzin, Abbie Siddal, Connie Adams, Phyllis Olson, Barbara Weil, Julie Stevens, Sidney 
Wolf, Marty Boom, Kim Paligo, Elizabeth and Melissa Gordon.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER - 2007 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of 
wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside 
burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498- 
6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence 
and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the division of Forests & Lands at (603- 271-2214), or online 


at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was very busy during the spring of 2007, particularly late April into early 
May. As the forests and fields greened up in later May the fire danger decreased. 
However, a very dry late summer created very high fire danger again from August into 
September, with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with the 
dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that of 2006. The largest forest fire 
during the 2007 season burned approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet 
Mountain in Chesterfield during the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire 
lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this 
season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, whiclr is the area where homes 
and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 season 
threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s 
Forest Rangers by being fire wide and fire safe! 


The Town of Walpole had just one large expensive forest fire in 2007 costing $3,150.07. | 


It was on Derry Hill on 9-4-07 on land owned by Kingsbury’s. Lightening struck a ledge 
setting the leaves etc, on fire. It burned less than 50 feet. With the help of the Medivact 
Helicopter out of Lebanon, NH, the exact location was pinpointed. The State paid half of 
the cost and the town the other half. There were 36 fires in Cheshire County burning 44 
acres. 


I would like to thank everyone for obtaining fire permits before burning. These permits 
allow for safe burning. A written permit is required until there is snow on the ground. 
With 3”- 4” inches of snow on the ground, the permit may be issued over the phone 
without a written permit. Thanks for your cooperation.

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BELLOWS FALLS AREA SENIOR CENTER — 20007 


The Senior Center, through the continued support of its loyal volunteers and local 
communities, has once again completed another successful year in its ongoing 
commitment to area seniors age 60 years and older. 


During the past couple of years, the Center has continued to experience an influx of 
people from beyond the five towns originally served. Regardless of their town residence, 
all are encouraged to participate in the Center’s programs and activities. Most classes are 
offered on a “free” basis; some classes pay a small fee for supplies; and monthly 
shopping and excursion trips require a minimal fee to cover gas mileage/driver. The 
Center remains busy throughout each day (8:30-3:30), Monday through Friday. 


The meals program (congregate and meals-on-wheels) provided over 23,000 meals 
during the year. This figure includes frozen meals to Grafton, Saxtons River, a monthly 
entrée for the Westminster Cares gathering at the Congregational Church, as well as 
recipients of the Vermont Center for Independent Living Program (people under 60 years 
of age). All meals are served and delivered by volunteers. There is a suggested donation 
of $3.00; however, meals are provided regardless of ability to pay. 


And hooray for the volunteers — some seventy strong! They donated in-kind services 
totaling nearly 4000 hours for the year. In-kind services include meal delivery, various 
duties within the Center, class instructors, our well-known food sale and monthly supper 
cooks, the arts and crafts seniors who make our Christmas Bazaar so successful — just to 
name a few. 


The Center continues to improve and maintain its facilities. This year a new handicap- 
accessible bathroom was installed, as well as awnings for both outside entrances. 


Although prices have escalated, we have been fortunate to contain costs through 
innovative ideas and in-kind service. Therefore, we are requesting level funding for the 
coming year. Your continued support of the Center and its service to the seniors is 
greatly appreciated.

This year the Wantastiquet Subcommittee completed a new and expanded water resources 
chapter of the Connecticut River Management Plan, focusing on the many environmental and 
economic benefits of keeping floodplains free of development and vegetated riparian buffers along 
riverbanks to keep them stable, block debris, shade the water, and filter pollutants from runoff. 

The Subcommittee provides information and assistance to the states, towns, and landowners 
on projects near the river. We encourage towns to consider our Plan and to incorporate its 
recommendations when updating town plans and revising zoning ordinances. We urge all anglers and 
boaters to clean their gear carefully to avoid spreading Didymo, the newly discovered invasive alga in 
the Connecticut River, and other invasive species. | 

Active members are needed. Citizens who wish to represent the town should contact the Select 
Board. The Subcommittee is advisory and has no regulatory authority. The public is welcome at our 
meetings on the second Wednesday evening of every other month at the Westmoreland or Westminster 
Town Hall. A calendar, more about Didymo, advice on bank erosion and obtaining permits for work

CONNECTICUT RIVER JOINT COMMISSIONS 


This year the Connecticut River Joint Commissions (CRJC) issued a new Riverwide Overview 
for water resources in the watershed. Look for a presentation in_ our area in 2008. We cooperated with 
Vermont and New Hampshire agencies in responding to the discovery of Didymo in the river, and 
hosted Governor Jim Douglas for Vermont’s Clean and Clear Water Action Day. We also helped guide 
the new conservation plan for the Conte Refuge, supporting the public’s original vision. 

In 2007 CRJC considered issues as wide-ranging as the operation of hydro dams on the 
Connecticut River, silver maple floodplain forest health, mercury emissions, and Important Bird Areas. 

CRIJC supports efforts to safeguard the valley’s natural, agricultural, and historic assets, and is 
working with businesses and the states to strengthen the local base for tourism through the Connecticut 
River Byway. In 2007 we worked with Bellows Falls and other towns on a signage plan for the 
Byway. Look for signs in 2008 and visit the Byway at www.ctrivertravel.net. 

Appointed by the legislatures of New Hampshire and Vermont to guide growth and 
development in the watershed, CRJC is advisory and has no regulatory powers, preferring instead to 
ensure greater public involvement in decisions that affect the river region. We welcome the public to 
our meetings on the last Monday of every other month. Visit our web site for a calendar of events, 
useful information and links, and our newsletters, River Valley News and River Byway News.
